Chelf 
Curry said for us not to lot anyone get near htn or touch hin, and If they 
atteayrtod to, for us to take bis out innadiatoly. Capt. Frita told us he 
vantod all of his sen to go with Oswald at this tins. After a ihcrt time, 
we took Oswald doun to the Show Dp Kooa. The rooi vas full of newsmuv *»d 
va kept hlB there about five ninutas, and then we took Oswald to the Jail 
Office, and ha vas plaoed in jalX.
